Grieuances. 


HE Kings moſt Excellent 8 to His remembrance the 


2 many complaints in the late conuention of Parliament, alwell by ſundzy 
ok the Houſe of Commons, as by others His Subterts of ſeuerall parts of 
A; PF 2 this Realme, not onely againſt Monopolies and other like Patents, but 
, ailſd tonterning many other grieuantes, ſome touching theadminiſtration 
of Juſtite, and exceſſiue Fees taken in his Maieſties Courts, others ton⸗ 
terning Trade and Commerce, and many others of ſeuerall natures and 
| qualittes: And izis Maieſtie (defiring aboue all things, to yeeld eaſe and 

comfoztt to His ne by memozable examples of Juſtice, and allo by lundꝛy Pꝛotlamations, Com- 
miſſions, and other Attes, and Oꝛders made by himlelke, and His Pꝛiuie Counſell, not only ſitting the 
Parliament, and in the times of the adiournement thereok, but alſo ſince the dilloluing and bꝛeaking 
vp of the ſame, Hath fully declared His earneſt alfettion and conſtant reſolutionto pꝛouide fitting re⸗ 
medies fo2 all thoſe euils, which may tend to the hurtof His people. And moze eſpecially calling to 
minde, That by His Royall Pꝛoclamation, dated the tenth day of July, in the nineteenth yeere of 
His Reigne, He didpubliſh and declare, That both His owne, and the eares of His Pztute Councell 
ſhould be open to the modeſt and iuſt complaints of his people, aſwellconcerning Monopolies, and 
other Patents ot euill nature and conſequente, as concerning other grieuances againſt the publique; 


His Maieſtie continuing the ſame his Gracious and Patncely diſpoſition, which is not confined vnto 


Times and Meetings in Parliament, but at allſeaſons, and vpon all occaſions watcheth ouer the 
publique wWeale of bis Kingdomes, hath (fo: the remoouing ot all ambiguitiesand doubts, which 
might diſcaurage and deterre his people from taking holde of that his Pzincely offer, as though in 
his MPateſties intention it were limited 02 reſtrained to any certain times oꝛ to particular grienances) 
thought fit hereby againe to inuite his Hubiects to imbꝛate his gratious and Pꝛintely fauour, foꝛ the 
relieuing of them in whatloeuer their iult grieuantes, and that in a moze eaſie and ready way then 
bath beene pꝛopound dat any time heretofoze ; notdoubting but his lontng lubietts (well weighing 
his abundant gooduefle andcare towards then) will apply tbemlelues vnto bis Paleſtie 


| reliefe;inluchamodetandtemperatecourle, asmayteud to che glo ethisgouermment their 
 Wealeand franquillitte, and the vtter aboliſhing of all thoſe pztuate whiſpering and taube Cn 
moꝛs, pꝛoteeding from particular humoz, which, without giuing to bis tc hy egg 
of refozmation by particular knowledge of any fault, ſerue Denne and 
blow abꝛoad diſcontentment, And therefoze his Maieſtie doeth hereby publiſhand 5 
hee bath appointed George, Marqueſſe of Buckingham, Lom high Admirall ot England, Thomas, Earle 
of Arundell and Surrey, EarleMarſhallof England, william, Earle of pembroke Li Chat 
his Mateſties houſhold, Lancelot, Biſhop of Wincheſter, and William, Biſhop ofs. Dauid -ſelectandppin- 
cipall perſons,authoziſingand requiring them, oꝛ any two o2mozeofthem.tolit once a weeke, at leaſt, 
at his Maieſties Palace of Whitehall, to reteiue the petitions and complaints ot his louing Dutects 
concerning their tuſt grieuantes, and to certefie the ſame to himlelſe, oꝛ his Pziute Counſelt, as ſhalbe 
fitteſt foꝛ due redꝛeſſe: herein his Maieſtie doeth declare, That as it is not his intent, that matters 
ot oꝛdinary nature oꝛ tonſequente ſhould be dꝛawen thither, but left to the pꝛoper Courts of Juſtice, 
which haue conuſance thereof: So his Maieſty doeth not reſtraine their tomplaints to any parti⸗ 
ttlar ſoꝛt ot grieuantes, but is well pleaſed that his Subietts may freely reſoꝛt thither, fo: an nota⸗ 
ble oppꝛeſſion, exaction, bzibery, oz other grieuance, where the quality of the offence, oz eminencie 
ol the perſon , oꝛ office of the offendour may require an extraozdinarie pzoceeding. Neuertheielle, 
bis Maieſtie doeth admonich, that vnder colour thereof, no man pꝛelume to pꝛeſent there any cauſes 
lefſeclamours,wtch if they ſhall doe, theymultexpectto be puniſhed with the ſame leuerity, which 
their complaints aymed andendeauoured bniuſtly to dzaw on others.
